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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments (response flledl 2/22/03, 
pages 4-5) are not persuasive because the application at page 3, line 17 defines a polynucleotide as being an isolated cDNA. This 
definition is not co-extensive with any and all polynucleotides that encode SEQ ID NOs: 14 and 15. Thus, the application does not 
contemplate all nucleic acids that encode SEQ ID NOs 14 and 15, but only cDNAs. The Federal Register entry cited by applicants 
cannot be applied to this situation because the application itself limits the meaning of "polynucleotide.". 
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
